son, in ‘ Ifullinshed’s Chronicles.’ Horo 
we cannot help a-conjecture what the fate 
of the Janding force of the Invincible 
Armada would have heen, even with the 
Duko of Parma’s contingent added, if they 
ad. managed to defeat or elude the war 
hawks of the Channel and actually landed 
on English soil. We quote again from the 
editor of thesa Chronicles‘ People who 
dream that the Spaniards would have fared 
bettar by land than sea are grievously out 
in their reckoning.’ 

Tt is inatroctive to reflect that this sturdy, 
trained fighting force were Volunteers as 
were also the men under Howard, Drake 
and the other sea captains. In these days 
a Volunteer was a fighting man trained to 
officiency in tha use of his particular 
weapon. Thero wasno War Office red- 
tupa supplied, ueither was the fighting 
capacity of the men judged by their 
ability to march past liko n wall, and 
thereupon bo prenaunced as fit to go any- 
where and do anything when it is fully 
ovident thit neither ofticers or men have 
had.» chaneo to apply the commonsense 
that is in them to the operations of war. 
It ia a cheap sneer to talk of amatour 
strategists, but Cromwell and Napoleon 
did not BYjido. hy the rules of war us under- 
stood by the Cavaliers in tho one case or 
the Austrinns, T’russians, Spaniards and 
Italians in the other. “ Thoy wore decidedly 
amateur strategivis and tucticians judged 
by tho rtandard of their time, but thoy 
both camo out as the geestest military 
commanders of thoir epochs. Lt ia worthy 
of note that both of them selected their 
officers and trained their fighting men not 
hy some rod-tapo rule Jaid down by guid 
names but for the work they had to do. 
The Marshals of France of tho Tittle 
Corporal were chosen-neither for birth or 
rank but by being born fighting men. They 
and the troops trained for war by them 
havo been named by Captain Mahan as tho 
most brilliant soldiers of all time, and with 
justice. 

There ia ne need to go over the hiatory 
of our Volunteer forces, the suporcilious 
toloration of the Pall Mall soldior in tho 
usrly years, The ‘mob of men’ with 
muskets ' have more than vindicated thern- 
selyes, and if those now in South Africaare 
led by intelligent tighting officers and not 
by men of tho rod-tapo type, they will

quouce, Sir Wilfrid Laurier said that the 
gallant deeds: of the Canadians at Puarde- 
herg, when they charged the laagor in 
which Geneml Cronjo was’ entrenched, and | 
compelled thi surrender of his army, reveal: 
ed to the world that a new power had been 
born in tho West whioh would make itself 
felt in the’ future history of tho.world and 
the Dominion. en 

The Ottana House of Comsipos has re- 
jected the motion against -the.-Canadian 
shore “in ‘tho war by 110 votes against 10, 
Sir Wilfrid Tauvier, after saying that: Eng- 
Jand was jimctically unprepared at the 
opening of the war, declared that the “pal-.

honour had wou unstinted admiration from 
their veteran comrades, and justified their 
utmost expectations. ‘French and En- 
glish had fallen together, aud, if in their 
common grave were buried old -racial con- 
tentions, then. the despatch of the Con- 
tingent would be the ‘greatest service 
rendered te Canada..since tho Confeder- 
ation.’
